He is the first Negro ever named to such a post on 
an embassy staff. 

The appointment is in line with the U. S. Govern- 
ment’s new policy to broaden opportunities for Ne- 
groes in overseas work. 

As a military attaché, Lt.-Col. Evans will serve 
as a staff member, with the Embassy advising on 
military matters. 

A former military science professor at Florida 
A&M University, Evans is a graduate of the Uni- 
versity of Maryland. 

Currently he is assigned to the Pentagon’s Office 
of Deputy Chief of Staff for Operations. He will at- 
tend several Army service schools before traveling 
to Ghana to take the new post.

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Bunche Recalls How Dean Rusk Defied Bias 

The appointment of Georgia-born Dean Rusk as Secre- 
tary of State struck a responsive chord in Dr. Ralph 
Bunche, UN under-secretary general, according to writer 
Bob Considine. Recalling that Rusk was an Army captain 
while he (Bunche) was in the Office of Strategic Services, 
Dr. Bunche said Capt. Rusk invited him to dinner one 
night, saying, ““We’ll go to the officers mess right here in the 
Munitions Building!” “I told him I didn’t think that was 
a good idea. You see, at that time it was not permissible 
for a Negro to enter the place. But Capt. Rusk wouldn’t 
hear of any such thing. ‘Well, let’s change that rule right 
now,’ he said. And down we went... You could have 
heard a pin drop as we walked in and took our places in 
the line and at the cafeteria counter. He led me to a table 
and we had a nice talk. I’ll never forget Capt. Rusk.”

ZELMA GEORGE EARNED RESPECT

In the corridors and assembly rooms of the United Na- 
tions—noted for their arresting women—a handsome Ne- 
gro woman of generous proportions attracted more atten- 
tion last session than any of her sex. She was Mrs. Zelma 
Watson George of Cleveland, an alternate delegate of the 
United States Mission. Vivacious, out-giving, witty and 
erudite, she made a lasting impression upon her confreres, 
and when the General Assembly voted on a resolution 
recommending the “speedy and unconditional end of colo- 
nialism,” Mrs. George emblazoned her name in history. 

The United States delegates had been instructed to ab- 
stain from voting, as had been delegates from Britain, 
France, Spain, Portugal, the Dominican Republic and South 
Africa. But when the recommendation was carried by a 
vote of 89-0, “without a second thought,” Mrs. George stood 
and applauded. Delegate Sen. Wayne Morse of Oregon also 
rose to applaud. Later explained: “I applauded to support 
Mrs. George and I didn’t stop until she sat down.” 

Eastern bloc delegates were appalled. Said one to U. S. 
Ambassador James J. Wadsworth: “I see you have a rebel 
in your group,” to which Mr. Wadsworth replied: “You 
may call her a rebel, but in my country we have freedom 
of speech, even when it is critical, and I defend Mrs. 
George’s right to express her feelings.” 

Africans and Asians were enthusiastic. Recalled Mrs. 
George: “For the first time Mr. V. K. Krishna Menon, chair- 
man of the Indian delegation, spoke to me, and that night 
at a reception given by the Iraq ambassador, many per- 
sons stated that in their opinion I voted for the people of 
America.” 

Hundreds of people from coast to coast sent messages. 
Wired a man stranger: “Mrs. Wonderful. That’s you.” 
Her husband, Clayborne, a lawyer and president of Cleve- 
land’s Civil Service Comm., telephoned: “If you get into 
any trouble, your home and your husband are waiting.” 
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BY DEFYING U. S. LINE AT UN SESSION 


One of her colleagues confessed: “You made it possible for 
us to hold up our heads.” 

Smiled Mrs. George: “Everybody seemed happy over the 
incident except the NATO countries.” 

As she completed her duties as a delegate and prepared 
to return to Cleveland to spend Christmas with her hus- 
band, she was enthusiastic about her experiences. “I have 
tried to be a good delegate—not a Negro delegate or a 
woman delegate,” she said, “although I am proud to be 
both.” 

“My most memorable day in the UN was not when I sat 
in the first chair of the United States section in the Gen- 
eral Assembly, but the day 14 new nations were seated 
and 13 were African. I cried.” 

As she left the UN to begin a heavy lecture schedule, 
Mrs. George declared: “I enjoyed my work because I love 
people, believe in justice for all mankind and have faith in 
my country. My compelling desire is to do what I can to 
interpret the work of the UN and to foster better under- 
standing and peace in the world.”

Ask Kennedy To Discuss Promise On Negro Judges 

An appointment with President-elect John F. Kennedy 
to discuss his pre-election promise on the appointment of 
Negro Federal judge was requested in a telegram to the 
White House from the National Bar Assn. Executive Com- 
mittee, meeting in Indianapolis. Edward B. Toles, chair- 
man of NBA’s committee on Judiciary and president- 
elect of the Cook County Bar Assn., said the conference 
was sought because Kennedy assured an NBA lawyers’ 
committee last August that “there would be far better 
representation on the basis of merit” on the Federal 
bench. Pointing out there are no Negro Federal Judges, 
Toles said the Judicial appointment would be handled by 
Atty. Gen. Robert Kennedy’s office.

The Rev. Mr. Smith is pastor of Mt. Lebanon Baptist 
Church.

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HOW ADAM POWELL MET HIS NEW WIFE 
ADAM MET ‘GIRL IN GOLD’ WHILE

When the victorious Cuban troops of Fidel Castro 
marched into Havana in January 1959, Harlem Rep. Adam 
Powell was one of the few Americans invited to the island 
as a guest of the revolution forces. For the occasion, the 
handsome lawmaker was given the VIP treatment, includ- 
ing parties with the bearded leader and invitations to 
homes of Cuba’s top leaders. Not eloquent in speaking 
Spanish, Powell had at his side a woman interpreter— 
young, curvaceous and sexy looking. 

At a press conference called in the lobby of one of the 
city’s major hotels, Powell didn’t show on time, and scores 
of reporters, radio men and photographers restlessly 
milled around. Finally, about 20 minutes later, the law- 
maker appeared—dashing toward the appointed place 
with “the girl in gold.” She wore a shiny, tight-fitting 
dress which attracted more attention—and comment— 
than even the sudden show of her employer. 

Immediately, questions were asked—who was she? The 
answer from the Congressman’s party was evasive: “Just 
Marjorie, a secretary and interpreter.” 

Last week, on a marriage license secured in San Juan, 
Puerto Rico, the identity of “Marjorie” for the first time 
became known. As the third Mrs. Adam Powell, she is the 
former Ivette Diago, 29, white, a native of Puerto Rico. 

Because of the interracial aspect of the marriage and 
the fact that Powell (first Negro chairman of the House 
Labor and Education Committee) next year will be moving 
into top administration social circles, there developed 
fierce competition among newsmen to secure information 
and pictures of the newlyweds. 

No one remembered any pictures being taken of the cou- 
ple. There was little help news-wise from Powell staffers. 
Said one: “The Congressman will return about December 
30. He’ll be the one to give out any statement.”

“without a single fact,” and none had even speculated on 
the nuptials. It took some Spanish friends of the couple to 
bare the first glimpses of the friendship which started 
three years ago. ; 

After a wave of heart attacks, Powell regularly began 
to fly to Puerto Rico for a rest. During one of the trips, he 
registered at a downtown San Juan hotel and met Ivette, 
the room clerk. From that acquaintance, Powell became 
impressed with her efficiency and added her to his official 
staff as a secretary and interpreter. 

She was listed as “Marjorie Flores,” but very seldom was 
seen in either the New York or Washington offices. Her 
work, it was brought out, was done mostly on Powell’s 
many business trips to the Caribbean, serving as an inter- 
preter, and working as a secretary on Spanish matters. 

Meanwhile, after taking a liking to the Caribbean isle, 
Powell purchased a seashore cottage, described as some 50 
miles from the City of San Juan and having no telephone 
communication with the outside world. It was here in the 
cottage Powell called his retreat where he finished his new 
book and rested after the Kennedy Presidential campaign. 

“She is quiet and reserved,” one source told JET. “Al- 
though she was very close to the Congressman, she didn’t 
give you that impression. There was not the slightest hint 
that some day she would marry the boss.” 

One long-time friend of Powell’s recalled that only in 
the past few months—since the divorce proceedings were 
started by singer Hazel Scott—has the pair appeared in 
public for social occasions. Washington social writers said 
that Powell attended most diplomatic functions alone or 
in company of his veteran aide, Mrs. Maxienne Dargans. 

The new Mrs. Powell was described as “extremely retir- 
ing” and more literate “in Spanish than English.” Of a 
middle-class family, she recently studied practical nursing 
in New York. One of her uncles is a prominent Puerto 
Rican businessman. 

As to the mixed marriage, one friend said Ivette “didn’t 
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marry the race problem, just Adam.” Continuing, the 
source said: “Ivette is one who has always remained in the 
wings and probably will continue to do so. She is just 
about the quietest person you would want to know.” 

A political friend of the lawmaker contrasted Powell’s 
recent marriages. Said he: “At the time Powell married 
Hazel, he was seeking to unite West Indians and Negroes in 
Harlem. Now he is the leading man to advocate unity be- 
tween Puerto Ricans and Negroes in Harlem.” 

But as the gossips prepared to have a field day, the Con- 
gressman and his new bride enjoyed the first days of the 
marriage. 

The Powells made an unexpected appearance last Tues- 
day at Harry Belafonte’s opening show at the Club 
Tropicero in the plush San Juan Inter-Continental Hotel. 
Powell escorted his bride, her mother and a third un- 
identified woman. He was introduced to the audience at 
the conclusion of the show by Belafonte, along with

other celebrities. He looked sun-ruddy and relaxed. 
He told Jet: “Iam on my honeymoon and will not discuss 
my marriage. I will not pose for pictures. I will not be 
interviewed. Please go away.” 

After the show, Powell’s party ate a leisurely, expensive 
supper and departed more hurriedly than they arrived. 
Before a chauffeur-driven car took them away, Powell 
paused long enough to tell Jet that the honeymoon would 
be continued in the Virgin Islands. He also predicted that 
Alonzo Moron would be the next Governor of the Virgin 
Islands. 

He had only this to say of his bride, a radiant and 
ravishingly feminine woman: “She will be returning to 
Washington with me January 3 where we will live. She 
is no stranger to Washington. She worked as a member 
of my staff for four years, the first two on a part-time 
basis and the last two full-time.” Powell said that his wife 
would rejoin his Congressional office staff after the first 
of the year, presumably as successor to Mrs. Maxienne Dar- 
gans Fleming who he said will be appointed as an $18,000- 
c-year secretary of the New House of Representatives 
Committee on Labor and Education, of which Congress- 
man Powell will be new chairman. 

The Diago family is well-known in Puerto Rican political 
and civic life. The bride’s grandfather was the last Re- 
publican mayor San Juan voters had elected. An uncle, 
Gonzalo Diago, is active in local politics. His father, Oscar 
Diago, works for the Public Parks and Recreation Adminis- 
tration, for which he is supervisor of cock fights. “The 
Diagos are a very interesting family,’ a knowledgeable 
newsman earnestly remarked. The latest Mrs. Powell was 
at one time employed as a room clerk by the Condado 
Beach Hotel. 

The wedding ceremony, from which the press was 
barred, was performed by another old Puerto Rican friend 
of Powell’s, Judge Edwin Cortes, of the Commonwealth 
Juvenile Court.

SELASSIE, ‘SLY FOX OF HARRAR.’ 
Punctuated by hangings and shootings, the Conquering 
Lion of Judah, Ethiopian Emperor Haile Selassie I, quickly 
regained control of his kingdom while his followers sought 
the remainder of those who took part in an unsuccessful 
bid to end Selassie’s 30-year-old government. 

Absolved of complicity in the aborted coup were Crown 
Prince Asfa Wassau, 44, and ex-Ethiopian Ambassador to 
the U. S. Ras Imera, 68, who were reportedly named king 
and premier, respectively, of the short-lived rebel regime. 

Thus, the spirit of human freedom, which rebel leaders 
claimed they were seeking in an action paralleling efforts 
by Africans to rid themselves of the yoke of white imperial- 
ism under colonial rule, ended with Selassie, the “Sly Fox 
of Harrar,” perhaps more secure in his constitutional mon- 
archy than before. 

In the Ethiopian province of Shoa, in the center of Cop- 
tic Christendom, is buried the body of the last regal con- 
tender for the throne of Ethiopia—Ijj Yasu.

Phelps-Stokes Fund Project Ends After 5 Years 

A five-year project, costing $450,000, for the improvement 
of instruction in Negro secondary schools in Alabama, 
Georgia, North Carolina and Mississippi came to a suc- 
cessful conclusion, according to Dr. Aaron Brown, Fund 
executive secretary and former president of Albany (Ga.) 
State College. The project, created by Dr. F. D. Patterson, 
president of the Fund and a former president of Tuskegee 
Institute, involved 16 public high schools, 16 colleges, three 
resource universities and 20 nationally recognized consult- 
ants. Other persons participating in the project included 
10,000 high school students, 500 high school teachers, 125 
college teachers, 50 university teachers and 50 administra- 
tors. Summer workshops in various academic areas helped 
improve teacher-learning methods, Dr. Brown said. Mean- 
time, a similar three-year project was launched under a 
grant of $125,000 from the General Education Board. 


8 Quit ‘Bi-Racial’ Ga. Private School Committee 

Eight Negro members of a bi-racial Augusta, Ga., Citi- 
zens Committee working on a private “stand-by school 
plan” to be used if public schools are closed because of 
integration orders, resigned in a joint letter to Mayor 
Milliard A. Beckum. The Negroes selected for the 100- 
member group, stated in their letter that “no group of 
Negro citizens has requested us to represent them (and) 
we know from past experience that the Augusta commu- 
nity cannot adequately support private schools.” 


Little Rock Segregationist Snubs African Students 

A Little Rock, Ark., segregationist leader, Atty. Amis 
Guthridge, refused to meet with a group of African ex- 
change students on a tour of southern cities and declared: 
“I do not approve of Negroes getting into this country 
under the student exchange program, especially since we, 
the taxpayers, have to pay for their stay here. It is just 
a way for them to get by the immigration laws of this 
country.”

Heiress Offers $500,000 To New Orleans Schools 
A St. Louis heiress, Ellen Steinberg, offered $500,000 to 
the New Orleans School Board to help keep its schools 
operating and declared she would give the money as a 
gift if it cannot be repaid. Her offer came before the Su- 
preme Court ordered the Louisiana Legislature to release 
funds so that teachers and other employees can be paid. 
“Tears filled my eyes as one of those half-brain mothers 
in New Orleans told a TV announcer that she would never 
allow her daughter to go to school with a Negro!” Miss 
Steinberg said at a New York press conference. Accom- 
panied by a Negro adviser, George Downes, and her attor- 
ney, Joseph N. Wishod, Miss Steinberg, daughter of the 
late Mark C. Steinberg, investment banker, said: “I felt 
my whole inner self stirred up (when I saw that program). 
How could anyone sit still and think of this country as a 
great democracy with things like (that) ?”

An Atlanta youth, Hamilton Holmes, 19, recently denied 
admission to the University of Georgia, revealed his pre- 
college interview with school officials included questions 
about prostitution, but the coed who was granted permis- 
sion to enroll, Charlayne Hunter, said her interview had 
been cordial. Holmes said he was asked such questions as 
whether he knew about the “red light district” in Athens, 
Ga., whether he had ever attended a house of prostitution, 
whether he had participated in the Atlanta sit-ins, etc.

cial psychologist Paul N. Geisel. The study also indicated 
Negro youths aspired to more education than white youths, 
but Negro boys have slightly lower occupational aspira- 
tions and Negro girls have slightly higher occupational as- 
pirations than white girls. 
Propose $25,000 Increase In Ark. AM&N Funds 

A recommendation that Arkansas AM&N College’s op- 
erating funds be increased from $800,000 to $825,000 an- 
nually was made by the Arkansas Legislative Council. The 
Council also proposed that the salary of school president, 
Dr. Lawrence A. Davis, from $9,000 to $11,000. White college 
presidents in the state are paid $12,500. 
Dedicate School To Miss. Education Pioneer

Says Newsweek Ridiculed His Art, Asks $250,000 
Newsweek, a national weekly news magazine, was sued 
for $250,000 by Earl Sweeting, a prominent Negro artist 
who charged the magazine ridiculed his drawings of Afri- 
can history. Sweeting was commissioned by the Republic 
of Ghana to paint a series of murals from which post cards 
were made. The suit was based upon an article entitled 
“Surprise!” with the advice: “If you have no history, in- 
vent one.” Reproductions of Sweeting’s drawings showed 
that Africans originated chemistry and medicine and 
taught the Greeks the alphabet, mathematics and short- 
hand.

Birth Pills On Sale, Catholic Hints Approval 

In Ann Arbor, Mich., the Washtenaw County League for 
Planned Parenthood announced that birth control pills are 
available to the general public, but applicants must be 
married and have a doctor’s prescription. The pills cost 
about $10 for a month’s supply, but the League hopes to 
induce drugs manufacturers to cooperate in reducing the 
costs to about $3.50 a month. Meanwhile, the Rev. John 
A. O’Brien, professor of theology at the University of Notre 
Dame, said a birth control drug which could regulate a 
woman’s fertile periods might be acceptable to his faith.

Doctors Deny X-Ray Risk To Pregnant Women 
Abdominal X-ray examinations did not produce an ex- 
cess of leukemia in childbirths, Drs. W. M. Court and Rich- 
ard Doll reported after a 12-year study in eight hospitals 
in London and Edinburg, Scotland. Drs. Court and Doll 
told the Royal Society of Medicine that up to 1958 only nine 
children born under these conditions had died of leukemia 
—a mortality rate 1.5 below the British national average. 





Girls Show Earlier Sex Development Than Boys
